The actual number of raiders involved is uncertain,’ 
but there were nine bombers in one strikmg force, 
accompanied by an undetermined number of fighters, 
and these remained almost-constantly in full view of the 
anxious witchers on the ground. 

Although the Japanese were ha ‘assed Continually 
by the Chinese pursuit planes and anti-aireraft guns they 
dropped numerous bombs. Time and time this observer 
saw the Japanese planes fly in steady formation through 
the black puffs of anti-aircraft shell explosions and dive 
on their targets. Three or more batteries were firing 
steadily on the attackers, and the shells burst close to the 
"planes frequently, but with what effect it was impossible 
to tell. 


Ground Guns Ignored 


Usually the airmen ignored the 
antlenircraft gunners and kept beau- 
tlful formation. Only once were 
they ragged, when onc plane swerved 
and side-slipped after shrapneta had 
severil times burst perilously near. 
The machine may have been hit, but 
ahe soon resumed her positlon in 
formation. 

As one fight of three raiders would 
pass over the city, bomb its objec- 
tives, wheel and dirappear, another 
would appear, roaring down from a 
grent height on its objective from an 
unexpected direction. .

Passengers who arrived here 
from Canton yesterday afternoon by 
the steamer Fatshan did not uppear 
to be unduly ‘alarmed by the — air 
raids over Canton. Most took the 
attack philosophically, stating, — that 
Shameen was apparently in no dan- 
fer, that the Japanese were belng 
careful to concentrate on‘ areas of 
the city far removed from the Con- 
cession and that they = themselves 
would probably be returning to 
Canton soon. = 


This optimism was somewhat 
counteracted, however, of ‘the num- 
bern of* passengers. There were 11 
Europnn passengers, some of whom 
were only visiting Canton, and al- 
most 1,000 Chinese passengers, ace 
cording to the munifest. Among the 
European passengers were a number 
of Shanghat refugees who have been 
staying: In Canton since they arrived 
in South China and who have now 
aecomplished thelr second evacuation 
within six weeks. 


Persons aboard the Fatshan did 
not have a very ood view of the 
aetual carly morning attack: on Can- 
ton. One passenger who was 
nboard stated that’ the plancs few 
so high and the night was sufficiently 
cloudy to make observation of the 
planes very difficult.

BRITAIN _. CANNOT 
ACT ' ALONE 


Japan has made good her 
threat to bomb China's capital 
city with mazsed air formations, 
but as far as could be Tearned 
through early reports yesterday 
the damage was not as great as 
Japanese circles led the world to 
expect it -might be. Just how 
far the refusal of the Embassies 
to abandon their posts may have 
restrained the Japanese cannot 
be guessed, but it seems prob- 
able that the. moral resistance 
shown by foreign diplomats in 
Nanking, and by their Govern- 
ments, has discouraged the idea 
of indiseriminately bombing a 
acentre Jargely populated oy 
non-combatants, - 


The Japanese are masters of 
a technique which we might liken 
to that of the mountaincer 
crossing a glacier, where danger- 
ous fissures may be hidden by 
a thin crust. He pokes and 
prods before he walks to be sure 
his next daring step will not pre- 
cipitate him into trouble or 
worse... Had the Japanese warn- 
ing to the Embassies to evacuate 
Nanking been, heeded; had the 
Ambassadors followed the ex- 
ample of Mr. Johnson, who, 
acting on orders, retreated to 1 
gunboat; had the threat been 
swallowed, and Governments 

iled to voiee strong protests, 
as in the case of Washington and 
London, then Nanking = might 
have experienced a worse tragedy 
than that visited upon her people 
yesterday, 


The bombing was bad enough. 
It will be followed by recrimin- 
ations from all quarters. Few 
friends of Japan will be able to 
accept this, or the attacks | on 
Canton, as actg of self-defenve. 
That excuse has worn too thin 
to hide the ugly- nature of the 
thing that prompted it. But 
Whether action of any sort will 
be taken to prevent similar 
occurrences (there can be Tittle 
hope of any international scheme 
of reprisal) will.depend upon the 
losses — sustained by — foreijn 
nationals. .

Another world-famous. swimmer 
will be seen before the season closes, 
The Amateur S.C. have mide ar- 
rangements for — Miss Ragnihild 
Hveger, the youthful Danish star, to 
take part In their annual gala at 
Marshall-strect Baths, W.1, on Sep- 
tember 25, Although only fifteen 
years old, Miss Hveger already holds 
a number of world frec-style’ records. 
She narrowly missed’ winning the 
Olympic .400 metres .title in Berlin 
last. year, Anishing second to Miss 
Riek Mastenbrock,. the Dutch cham- 
pion. z 


Miss Hveger, who comes from 
Copenhagen, is hoping to take two 
English records back to Denmark. 
She Is going to attack the 150 yurds 
backestroke and 440 yards {ree-style 
record. Both these records are in the 
possession of a foreign swimmer, Miss 
Mastenbroek, who broke them when 


she was here lust year. 


In the back-stroke Miss Hveger 
will swim agalnst the British native 
record holder und English champion, 
Miss Lorna Frampton, Miss Framp- 
ton was a finalist at the Olymple 
Games, 50 we can be sure of seeing a 
very close race between them. It is 
quite possible that Miss Frampton 
will lower the record, At any rate, 
with such a fine swimmer opposing 
her, she has an outstanding chance 
of lowering the British native record 
which she established last month. 


It is not known who will swim 
against the Dane in the quarter mile. 
The trouble Is finding someone speedy 
enough to give her a_ good race, Mrs. 
Olive Buntield, the English champion, 
was approached, but I understand she 
has declined. 

Holland have sustained a big loss 
now that Miss Mastenbroel: has turn- 
ed professional. She [Is to be a swim- 
ming instruetress, Miss Mastenbrock 
is probably the finest woman swim- 


mer the world hns known. She cer- 
tainly has a finc record, In the 
Olympic Games last year she succeed- 
ed in winning three gold medals, She 
won two individual {itles—the 100 
metres and 400 metres—and was 0 
member of the successful Dutch relay 
team, Many world {ree-style and

T Is ulways the case in every wor 
that seme particular ship or 
cuptain becomes. notorious, and the 
Great War was no exception, The 
German cruiser Emden, and her 
captain, Von Muller, whose mother 
happened to be an English woman, 
were Known .to everybody In Eng- 
Jand, und were the object of a good 
deni of udmiration, though both of 
them were a source of rave 
anxiety during the first few 
of the war. : 


The outbreak of war found most 
of the warships of all nations fitted 
with wirel but comparatively few 
merchant ships, with the result that, 
nm merchant ship might be captured 
or sunk without belay able to send 
out an SO 5. 


The first suspicion of puch oa 
disaster having happened would be 
her non-arrival in harbour, On the 
other hand, as soon ns men-of-war 
or shore stations gol news of un 
event, it could be quickly sent 
through the ether from one ship oar 
station to nnother, 

It must be remembered that mere 
chant ships run more or less to on 
time-table, and if a ship was duc in 
n port on & certain day, it would be 
unlikely that wind or weather would 
delay her for more than 48 hours. 

Ita ship did not arrive then, there 
was always the chance thut) some 
accident might have overtaken her, 
or anuther “oozan mystery" recorded. 
But, when two or three ships did not 
arrive when expected on a certain 
day, and then a fourth, duc at the 
some time, arrived and reported 
“calm voyure,” the matter was dif- 
ferent, ‘nnd one could ¢ ly imagine

All these facts must be borne on 
mind when we think of the «very 
efficient, «and oat the same time 
humane way, Captain von Muller 
chided our forces for three months.

Being careful himself not to send 
out any wireless messakes he was 
equally careful to intercept all the 
messages he could, and thereby got 
some Intelligence of who was

- whereabouts. In fact, he was hear- 
ing whilst not being heard, und on 
hig way south — through the Chinn 
Seas, he pnssed many a British man- 
of-war and bad many narrow shaves, 
but fortune was on his side and he 
eluded any contact, though he would 
have liked to‘have taken on some of 
the ners which he-kknew had been 
fitted out as cruisers; and eventually 
he joined his Admiral, Von Spee, 
from whom he received fresh in- 
structions. i 

Although modern 
many advantages over the. old 
frigates, yet they ulso have dis- 
advantages. ‘Had the Emden been an 
old-time frigate her water supply 
and provisions would have been the 
ohicf- consideration in determining 
how Tong she could keep the sea. 

But although the Emden was per- 
haps independent of the weuther for 
where she went, she hod to depend 
on coal for how ‘tong she could steam, 
and for the speed at which she could 
travel, She had no caaling stations, 
soot first sight it might appenr that 
fer capture would become wn easy

nothing else, as she had a coal supply 
for only a week or so. 

War was declared on August 4, 
1914, yet on September 4 there was 
no news of the Emden. No one had 
seen her, und no one Iksnew where 
she wus. British, Japanese, Frenth 
nnd Russinn ships were spread all 
over-the seas looking for her, 

One fairly definite conclusion could 
be reached, and that was that Cap- 
tain von Muller had arranged his 
own con! supply with his own colliers, 
either talren to sca with him from 
Tsingtau or captured; or else, ag 
happened to another cruiser, she had 
neeldentally or intentionally been 
blown up and abandoned. 

There was no news of her from 
any neutral port, so she obviously 
had not been interned, a method 
sometimes ndopted — by men-of-wart 
to escape capture, ‘The chances on 
the whole were that she was at-sea 
rumewhere, but where, was the 
probjem. 

In the meantime, -telewraph lines 
were busy, wireless. was - sending: 
messages dircetings ur n ships to no 
this way and that way te find the 
Emden. 

She might be hiding somewhere in 
the East Indian Istands, where the 
neutral Dutch harbours, might give 
some security: these must be 
searched, She might be going to the 
South Sen Islands—the Australian 
Squadron must be on the loolsout! 
She might be going across the 
Puetfe—the ships on the American 
const must be made ready! - 


Day after day went by and stilt 
there was “nothing to report.” The 
search continued, and merchant 
hips, on tracks where the Emden 

likely to be, took special 
precautions, such as proceeding with- 
out Ughts at night, and not following: 
the normal peace-time routes. 

In the meantime, the Emden might 
well have been a mystery ship, or, 
better still a phantom ship. 

On September 14, the wireless 
operator at Calcutta, with thoughts 
‘ar removed from the Emden, as one 
place she could net be in would be 
the Indian Ocean, nearly jumped ot 
big chalr when he received a tick,

was in the Bay of Bengal. 

This must be the Emden, and no 
doubt Von Muller had had his agents 
jn Indja to help him. 

Wireless and telegraphle: com- 
munientions could not work fast 
enough to convey the news te all the 
Brilikh Commanders-in-Chief, the 
merchant ships with wireless, the 
harbour masters to warn ships, to 
Admirnitics, etc., and it seemed that 
everybody must be told.

The British crulsers were ever and 
ever hot on her trail, but partly by 
ood luck in the way of taking coal 
ships and partly by good muannges 
ment, the Emden continued to sink 
or capture merchant ships and 
evade action with warships. 

Sometimes our crulsers and the 
iemden passed each other a few 
hundred miles off, ench unaware of 
the other’s presence. 

In the meantime she continued to 
cause great inconvenience to ship- 
ping, and apprehension amongst the 
wuthorities remained. :

The British port of Penang was 
used by all ships of our_allies, and 
on the carly morning of October 28 
there were lying in the harbour a 
Russinn crulser, a French cruiser 
und several destroyers. 

A four-funnelled cruiser was 
seen approaching, It could not be 
the Emden, as she hod only three 
funnels, whilst this cruiser distinctly 
thad four. It, was obviously one of 
the Brillsh cruisers in search of 
her, and was’-therefore allowed — to 
poss without the guard boat giving 
the alarm. 

Suddenly, to the surprise of © te 
night watehmen on board the Russian 
cruiser Zhemchuy, the Emden—for it 

the—hvisted the German ensiga, 
‘and, dashing past her at full speed, 
fired a torpedo into her, which hit 
her close to the engine-room and 
foded it, and at the same time put 
a broadside into her. 

Steaming on up the harbour, Von 
Muller turned his ship reund nnd 
then steamed out again, giving the 
Zhemchug a few passing shots, which 
finished her off and she went to the 
bottom. : : 

‘The crew of the Zhemehug bad 
been too inken aback to reply. 

As the Emden was steaming out of 


{he harbour she met a steamer flying 


a red flag, Indicating she was curry- 
ing explosives. Von Muller, in spite 
of the fact that 
might at any minute come out and 
attnck him, could not resist the 
temptation of copturing such a 
valuable ship. 

Later on in the war the Germans 
sank merchant ships without any 
warning, and regardless of Jife or 
anything else, but Von “Muller 
proposed to take this ship In the 
ordinary - way, ‘and lowered his 
boats for thla-purpost, but no sooncr 
hodehe don¢ so than his look-outs 


the French destroyers 


found Ho-owss a. 
destroyer, and in spite of the 
gallant defense put up, Von Muller 
sank ner in a few minutes, and, 
frallant gentleman as he was, even 
stopped. to pick up survivors. 


After sinking the Russian cruiser 
and the French destroyer, the Emden 
once more vanished. Little wonder 
that the captain) of every allied 
crulser was keen to exchange shots 
with this evasive ship and gallant 
captain, . : 

Captain Von Muller eventually be- 
came overbold, for, making use 
again of his -dummy funnel, he 
steamed one morning into the har- 
bour ju the Cocos Islands with the 
intention of capturing the wireless 
stution there, as he knew this station 
wus being widely uscd by the 
British for Yeporting hls movements. 

As soon aa he arrived off the har- 
pour he lowered his boats and sent 
tu party of men ashore to destroy all 
the apparatus, thinking that those on 
shore would be unsuspecting of the 
identity of his ship. 

But the look-out thoroughly 
‘suspicious of every ship, he quickly 
yot a message through to the British 
Commander-in-Chiet that a 
suspicious-looking eruiser was ap- 
proaching the harbour and lowering 
boats. a 

The Admiral at once realised that 
it must be the Emden. Wircless 
messages were broadcast north, south 
east and west, and vessels hurried 
from all directions. 

Amongst the nfany ships which 
received the wireless news Was H.M, 
S. Melbourne (Captain Silver}, who 
was in charge of a convoy carrying 
Australian troops some 50 miles 
away. With bim was a fine orm- 
oured Japanese cruiser, Ibuki, and 
another British light cruiser (the 
Sydney), commanded by Cuptain J: 
C. T, Glossop. 

The convoy could not be left un- 
protecled. The Emden must be 
destroyed. .Who was to go? It wus 
a puzzle for Captain Silver. He 
wanted to go himself, but he had 
many things to think of.” 

The Japanese captain berxed 
go. Could Silver spare the Tbuki? 
He knew that another German 
cruiser, the Konigsberg, was at larre. 
He dared not risk the safety of the 
convoy, that had to be his chief con- 
sideration. 

So the lot {cll to the Sydney, To 
her was to come the honour of 
fighting’ another frigate action, with 
modern weapons, but with the old 
SDIPIbs 25. oe Soa Sat 

What a cheer must have gone up 
from the crew of the Sydney, when 
they received the signal to “Protecd™ 
from the Melbourne—but, although 
Glossop wos ecuger to get at the 
Emden, yet one can imagine the 
thought running through his mind 
that he would have preferred a more 
equal combat, as the Sydney was 4 
bigger. cruiser than the Emden and

to’ more heavily armed. But he could 


be certain of having no walk-over 
when meeting a man Hike Captain 
von Muller. 

A few minutes after receiving his 
orders from: the Melbourne Glossop 
was off at full speed for the Cocos 
Islands. In the meantime, the 
Emden was busy destroying the 
cables, eee 2 

Suddenly, ‘nbout 9 a.m., the look- 
out sighted a British cruiser  ap- 
proaching at full speed. Von Muller 
Jenew that no Freneh destroyers 
would be in the vicinity this time und 
that he had no tlme:to spare, He 
therefore decided he would have to 
leave. the men he had landed ashore 
ns he could not afford to delay whilst 
he got them aboard again. 

The Emden boldly steamed out to 
sen to meet her aglversury. At lost 
her fate would be settled, and hard- 
ly forty minutes after the two ships 
had sighted cach other, they ere 
hotly engaged at ten thousand ds, 

“The Sydney had bigger guns, yet, 
on the other hand, the Emden's guns, 
although smaller, could fire more 
rapidly, but the Sydney, having, the 
superior speed, was uble to chouse 
her own range and keep as far away 
or ns close as she wanted. 

Qne almost wishes that these (wo 
vessels. could have got to close 
quarters and done ‘some’ boardinys. 

Soon after the uctlon commenced 
the Emden received damaxe to her 
fire control arrangements and cnc’ of 
her- funnels and her -foremast were 
shot‘uway, but not before she had 
given almost as good a4 she got, for 
the Emden’s fire was remarkably

Glossop turned his ship, first one 
way,and then the other, co.as to give 
the batteries on either side 2 chance 
of firing, and also.to open or close 
the range us he thought At. 

The Emden, as far as possible, did 


the same thing, for it was to Von. 


Muller's advantage to have a close 
action, so as to make the fullest use 
of his guns. With his reduced crew, 
he had to make the best use of them 
he could, and the supply of am- 
munition was u great problem, as the 
“ceady supply" at the guns soon got 
exhausted, and the guns’ crews had 
fo walt whilst more nmmunition was 
hoisted up from the bowels of tho 
ship. ’ : 
The destruction wrought on the 
Emden incrensed every minute, and 
fires were scen to be breaking out In 


different parts of the ship, duc pro-- 


bably to the cordite catching fire or 
sise some of the woodwork. 

Almost half-way through the nc- 
tlon, which lasted nearly un hour and 
forty minutes, Glossop closed jn 
sufficiently to fire a torpedo at the 
Umden, but it missed her. - 

Von Muller would have liked 
have replied with torpedoes himsclf, 
as, with the use ‘of them at an ap- 
proprinte minute, he still had a 
chance of sinking the Sydney, but 


the deck of the Emden was so smash- |. 


ed about, and his torpedo tubes 
damaged thnt he was unable to fire 
them. ; : Se 

Although Von Muller saw his last 
chance hnd gone he refused to give 
in and headed his ship for the 
uearest land, which was a little Island 
culled North Keeling. 2 

Glossop was hard) on him, and 
tried to destroy him before he got to 
the Island. What with the smoke 
the lyddite shells were making, it 
wae difficult to hit her. 

Von Muller. still refused to sur- 
render, and the Emden, now little 
but a shambles, with all her funnels 
and her masts gone, stag#tered on to 
the bench, having put up a very 
gallant defence for so long a time. 


Glossop left her blazing on the 


beach and went off at top speed to 
capture the Buresk, a collier which

Glossop returned to the Emden 


about four o'clock in the afternoon { 


und saw her lying on the rocks and 
still burning, but Von Muller had 
not yct struck and the German en- 
slgn was stl flying. Glossop there- 
fore had no allernative but to open 
fire again, but not, before he had 
given Von Muller a chance to’ sur- 
render, ' 

After a few rounds from the Syd- 
ney the Emden struck her flag and 
hoisted a white one. No one could 
have blamed Von Muller had he done 
so before, and one can but admire 
him and-his crew for sticking It out 
so long after all hope had gone for 
them. 

As soon as the Emden struck, 
Glossop dashcd off to the Cocos 
Islands to capture the men from the 
Emden who had been Ieft ashore, 
only to find that they had cscaped in 
a schooner belonging to the island. 

Such was the  clusiveness of the 
crew of the Emden, and again one 
can offer nothing but praise for the 
remarkable way in which the men 
who escaped [rom the Cocos Islands 
salled to the Persinn Gulf and then 
went overland to Germany. 

On the day following the action 
Glossop saved all the remaining crew 
of the Emden and took them pri- 
soners, including Captaln von Muller. 

The lossesvof. the Emden had been 
heavy: she“hod: yell over a hundred 
oMcers and ‘nen Killed and a large 
number wounded. They had fought 
a food fight after their roving ond 
suceessful cureer, but the long arm 
of the British Navy eventually 
brought the Emden's career to’ a 
dramatic end, as Von Muller must 
hove known from the beginning. 
All the more credit.to him,

draw from areas in which they are 
lawfully carrying on legitimate 
activities. 


The United States Government 
holds the view that the general bomb- 
Ing of an extensive area in 
which resides o large populace 
engaged in peaceful pursuits ts un- 
warranted, and contrary to the prin- 
ciples of law and humanity. More- 
aver, the pericd allowed for with- 
drawal was inadequate, and in view of 
the wide aren of the Japanese bomh- 
ing there can be no assurance that 
even in the arca to which the Amerl- 
can nationals and non-combatants 
might withdraw could they. find 
security. 


Lesson Of Experience 


Experience had shown, the noice

BRITAIN CANNOT 
ACT ALONE 


Japan has made good her 
threat to bomb China's capital 
city with massed air formations, 
but as far as could be learned 
through early reports yesterday 
the damage was‘not as great as 
Japanese circles led the world to 
expect it might be. Just how 
far the refusal of the Embassies 
to abandon their posts may have 
restrnined the Japanese cannot 
be guessed, but it seems prob- 
able that the moral resistance 
shown by foreign diplomats in 
Nanking, and by their Govern- 
ments, has discouraged the idea 
of indiscriminrtely bombing a 
a centre.. largely . populated by 
non-combatants, - 


The Japanese are masters of 
a technique which we might liken 
fo that of the mountaineer 
crossing a glacier, where danger- 
ous fissures may be hidden by 
a thin crust. He pokes and 
prods before he walks to be sure 
his next daring step will not pre- 
cipitate him into trouble or 
worse. Had the Japanese warn- 
ing to the Embassies to evacuate 
Nanking beén heeded; had the 
Ambassadors followed the ex- 
Johnson, who, 
acting on orders, retreated to a 
gunboat; had the threat been 
swallowed, . and Governments 
failed to voice strong protests, 
as in the case of Washington and 
London, then Nanking might 
have experienced a worse tragedy 
than that visited upon her people 
yesterday. 


The bombing was bad enough. 
It will be followed by recrimin- 
ations from all quarters. Few 
friends of Japan will be able to 
accept this, or the attacks on 
Canton, us acts of self-defence. 
That excuse has worn too thin 
to hide the ugly nature of the 
thing that prompted it. But 
whether action of any sort will 
be taken to prevent similar 
oceurrences . (there can be little 
hope of any international scheme. 
of reprisal) will depend upon the

: Nanking, Sept, 23. 

An American, Mr. William 
Leyland Andrus, Acronautical 
Communications Advistor to the 
Chinese Military and Aviation 

_ Commission, made a statement 
to-day on behalf of American 
advisors, the number of which 
he anid is “a lot more than 
‘people think.” 

However, he refused to di- 
vulge the identity or the number 
of these advisors, but said that 
none except himself is registered 
with the U.S, Embassy. 

His statement was us follows: “It 
ds sad state of affairs when Ameri- 
yean nationals abroad feel that, being 
an American doesn't mean as much 
as formerly, We accepted our posi- 
tions ons neronnutical ondvisars in 
“peace time and we don't intend to 
break falth now even though jt may 
mean stnying to the Iaat mon. We 
_vealise that the responsibility of re- 
malning in the war zone fs entirely 
ours since tt is apparent our Govern- 
ment doves not want this responsi- 
bility. : 

“We are certain that no American 
can be proud of the fact that Arncrica 
hos ignored prinelple of the freedom 
of the seas as a result of the Japanese 
‘blockade, as well os the Japanese 
warning to bomb Nanking. We can’t 
belleve Americans are willing ta 
sacrifice the fundamentals for which 
we have always fought, including 
freedom of the seas and the obsere 
vance of trenties, 

“We are mosly southerners, and 
‘therefore, Democrats, but ff the 
yevacuation of the United States Em- 
. bassy is a New Deal to China, the 
jNew Deal party will lose much sup- 

port.

{PROBLEMS 


‘Threat Of Disease 
’ And Famine 


Shanghal, Sept. 23, 

The number of destitute Chinese 
refugees employed within the Inter- 
national Settlement is roughly 350,- 
000. The population within the pro- 
tected area hns augmented consider- 
ably the above figure,, Observers be- 
lieve tlint the destitutes will ropidly 
increase due to the growth in unem- 
ployment in cotton, silk and other 
industries. : . 

The. International and also the 
French Councils are doing thelr 
utmost to cope with the situntion, 
including the establishment of 120 
refuge camps in the Settlement alone, 
in which approximately 60,000 re- 
fugees are fed, vaceinated and fno- 
culated, : 

Food supplies for the Chinese popu-* 
lution are also very carefully super- 
vised, including the large rice re- 
serve which {s now rapidly dwind- 
ling. ead 

The outbreak of cholera Is causing 
concern, although the fullest precau- 
tlona-are being undertaken, including 
free inoculation of all foreigners and 
Chinese, The latest report of 64 
denths from 545 cnses confirms the 
impression that the cholera has now 
gripped the entire Settlement. 

The oficial refugee report points 
out that the evacuees are mainly 
better class refugees returning to 
thelr native villages and leaving the 
very poor classes here, In one camp 
nione in the centre of the Settlement 
there were 1,400 refugees on Septem- 
ber’ 8, but the situation Is gradually 
improving, 2 ke ee 


TERRIBLE PLIGHT 


A lorge percentage of the refugees 
ure suffering from malnutrition, saci 
shock, dysentery and skin diseases. 
Expert dicticlans are assisting the 
Municipal Council staffs in the pre- 
poration of the best dict for the 
refugees for the prevention of beri- 
beri, scurvy and = other nutritional 
diseases. One thousand tuberculosis 
vases are endangering a large number 
of refugees, many of the tubercular 
victims being in n dying condition 
with no hospital accommodation 
avatlable, : 

There has been no relaxation of the 
splendid work of the Guilds and 
philanthropic associations in uddition 
to the efforts of the Municipal au- 
thorities, Although all of the above 
work is continuing successfully to 
combat the most dificult situation 
Shanghai has ever faced, the position 
now is that Shanghai Js olone without 
assistance from the outside world, 
and unable to cope with the problem 
satisfactorily. 

The emergency which produced the 
refugee situation is now producing 
serious Mnancial stringency. Shang- 
hol business fs gravely — affected, 
funds which are imperative to meet 
the refugee problem which started. at 
the outbreak of the trouble ure now 
increasing very slowly, the foreign 
communities especially having contri- 
Puteg all available funds. —United

A few minutes after receiving his 
orders from the Melbourne Glossop 
was off at full speed for the Cocos 
Islands.

Suddenly, about 9 a.m., the look- 
out sighted a Britlsh crulser  ap- 
proaching at full speed. Von Muller 
Iknew that no French destroyers 
would be in the vicinity this time und 
that he had ‘rio time to spare.

The Emden boldly steamed out to 
sea to mect her adversar;

The Sydney had bigger guns, yet, 
on the other hand, the Emden's guns, 
although smaller, could. tire more 
rapidly, but the Sydney, having the 
superior speed, wns able ta chouse 
her own runge and keep as far away 
or as close as she wanted. 

One olmost wishes that these two 
vessels could haye got to. close 
quarters and done some boarding. 

Soon after the actton commenced 
the Emden received damnose to her 
fire control arrangements and cae of

Von Muller fought very yallantly 
on, although his steering fear became 
disabled, and he was obliged to steer 
with the uid of the crews.

Glossop turned his ship first one 
way und then, the other, so as to give 
the batteries on elther side a chance 
of firing, und also. to open. or close 
the range as he thought ft. 

The Emden, ns far as possible, did 
the same thing, for it was to Von 
Muller’s advantage to have a close’ 
action, so as to moke the fullest use 
of his guns. With his reduced crew, 
he had to make the best use of them 
he could, and the supply of am- 
munition was a great problem, as the 
“rendy supply” at the.guns soon Kot 
exhausted, and the’ guns’ crews had 
fo wait whilst more ammunition was 
hoisted up from the bowels of tho 
ship. 

The destruction wrought on the 
Emden increased every minute, and 
fires were seen to be breaking out in 
different purts of the ship, duce pro- 
bably to the cordite catching fire or 
else some of the woodwork. 

Almost half-way through the ac- 
tlon, which lasted nearly an hour and 
forty minutes, Glossop closed in 
sufficiently to flre.a torpedo at the 
Emden, but it missed her. 

Von Muller would have iked to 
have repled with torpedoes himself, 
as, with the use of them nt an ap- 
propriate minute, he still had a 
chance of sinking the Sydney, but 
the deck: of the Emden was so smush- 
ed about, and his torpedo tubes 
damaged that he was unable to, fire

Although Von Muller saw his last 
chance had pone he refused to give 
in and headed his ship for the 
nearest Innd, which was a little island 
valled North Keeling. 

Glossop was hard) on him, and 
tried to destroy him before he got to 
the island. What with the smoke 
the lyddite ehells were making, it 
was difficult to hit her, 

Von Muller still refused to sur- 
render, and the Emden, now little 
but a shambles, with all her funnels 
and-her masts gone, staggered on to 
the beach, having put up a very 
gallant defence for so long a time.

Glossop left her blozing on the 
beach und went off at top speed to 


-cnpture: the Buresk, # collier. which 


had been attending the Emden. for 
some . considerable — period, The 
captain of the Bureck, tarred with 
the same brush as Von Muller, sank 
his ship By opening his  seu-cocks 
sooner than let her fall’ Into the 
hands of the British. A 

Glossop returned to the Emden 
about four, o’clock in the afternoon 
and saw her lying on the rocks and 
still burning, but Von Muller had 
not yet struck and the German en- 
sign was still flying. Glossop there- 
fore had no alternative but to open 
fire again, but not before he had 
given Von Muller u chance to sur- 
render, 

After a few rounds from the Syd- 
ney the Emden struck her flag and 
hofsted a white one.” ‘No one could 
have blamed Von Muller had he done 
so before, and one can but admire 
him and his crew for sticking It out 
50 Jong afler ofl hope ‘had gone for 
them. 

As soon as) the Emden struck, 
Glossop dashed off to the Cocos’ 
Islands to capture the men from the 
Emden who had been Ieft ashore, 
only to find that they had escaped in 
a schooner belonging to the Island. . 

Such was the clusiveness of the 
crew of the Emden, ‘ond again one 
can offer nothing, but praise for the. 
remarkable way, in which the men 
who ‘escaped from the Cocos Islands 
sailed to the Persian Gulf and then 
went overlund to Germany. 

On the day following the-action 
Glossop saved all the remalning crew 
of the Emden and took them pri- 
soncers, including Captain von Muller. 

The Josses of the Emden had been 
heavy: she had well over a hundred 
officers and men Iiled and a large 


‘number wounded. They had fought 


n good Opht after their roving and 
successful career, but the long arm 
of the British Navy eventually 
brought the Emden’s career to 4 
dramatic end, as Von -Muller © must 
have known from the beginning.
